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CELEBRATING CHICAGO’S ARCHITECTURAL SPECTRUM 


On the evening of September 
28, the main floor of the Art 
Institute's Columbus Drive 
Auditorium was nearly filled 
to its' capacity as 400 plus 
members and guests witnessed 
the presentation of the 1983 
Chicago Chapter Awards. Twen- 
ty-three awards were given in 
four categories. In addition 
to the Distinguished Building 
Awards, in its 30th year of 
recognizing significant 
achievement in the planning, 
design, and execution of 
building projects, and the 
Distinguished Service Awards, 
the 1983 program was expanded 
to honor two outstanding young 
architects and exceptional 
work by architecture students 
attending schools in the Chi- 
cago region. 150 little-known 
architecturally and/or histor- 
ically significant buildings 
in the Chicago area were also 
recognized. 

As the audience entered the 
auditorium, slides of the 150 
relatively obscure buildings 
were given prominence in a 
multi-media presentation. 
President Bill Brubaker wel- 
comed everyone and introduced 
Cynthia Weese, 1983 Awards 
Program Chairman, who explain- 
ed the program structure. 

Ruth Olin, University of Illi- 
nois, Champaign; Peter Madi- 
menos, University of Illinois, 
Chicago; Mark Peters, Wayne 
Jenson, Jeffrey Reinke, Kevin 
Kemp, and Peter Van Vechten, 
all from the University of 
Wisconsin, Milwaukee, winners 
in the Student Award competi- 
tion, were presented with the 
Chapter certificate by Carter 
Manny, Director of the Graham 
Foundation, which gave the 
gift of $5000 to be distrib- 
uted evenly among the winning 
schools. "There is an obliga- 
tion to the student architect, 


as well as practicing archi- 
tect," commented Peter Landon, 
Chairman of the Student Awards. 
For excellence in ability 
and exceptional contribution, 
the Young Architect Award was 
presented to Nicholas Wein- 
garten, AIA and Ralph Johnson, 
AIA. Richard Solomon, AIA, 
Chairman of the Young Archi- 
tect Awards commended the 
Chapter's first recipients of 
the award for their "accom- 
plishments as well as promise. 
In the Distinguished Service 
Award category, George Dan- 
forth, FAIA, was recognized 
for his "wise counsel and 
spirited teaching;" the Women's 
Architectural League for their 
"dedication to greater under- 
standing and invaluable con- 
tribution to the architectural 
profession." President Bru- 
baker presented the Distin- 
guished Service Award to Mr. 
Danforth and, for the WAL, to 
Mary Burch, first WAL presi- 
dent and Carol Brejcha, 1983 
president. Philip Purcell, 
attorney at Kirkland Ellis, 
cited for three decades of 
guidance and assistance in le- 
gal aspects to members of the 
profession; and Stanley Tiger- 
man, FAIA, aoplauded for his 
"energy, commitment, and en- 


couragement to young archi- 
tects," were also awarded the 
Distinguished Service Certifi- 
cate. 

Before the winning DBA pro- 
jects were recognized, each 
entry in the program was in- 
troduced in a slide presenta- 
tion, with commentary by 
Richard Whitaker, AIA, who re- 
marked that the program is "a 
model for design competitions 
across the country." Cynthia 
Weese, AIA, presented certifi- 
cates to the architects, own- 
ers, and contractors of the 
winning buildings. 

Prior to the ceremonies, 
there was a preview of the 
Awards Program exhibit in the 
Department of Architecture of 
The Art Institute. Curated by 
Pauline Saliga, the installa- 
tion provided an entire spec- 
trum of the '83 program 
through drawings, diaries, 
models, a continuous slide 
show, and animated computer 
graphic film (the latter cre- 
ated and developed by Nick 
Weingarten). Ms. Saliga and 
John Zukowsky, curator of the 
department, were commended 
during the ceremonies for 
their "care in conceptualiza-
